After three weeks of arduous training, Coach Herman Byers' charges went to 
Warsaw to play. It was early yet in the season, and the crowd of 1500 who watched, 
sweltered in the heat. Two sustained marches and an intercepted pass accounted for 
Goshen's victory. The play was somewhat ragged, but with Rickel and Kercher lead- 
ing the way; Goshen defeated the Tigers 19-6. 

SEPTEMBER 23 

Under glaring flood lights, Goshen played its second night football game at Fort 
Wayne with North Side. With the game apparently to end in a tie, Coach Byers 
sent in two subs. In the next play, behind perfect interference. Johnny Fryberger cross- 
ed the goal line, making the score 12-6, Goshen. Other outstanding players were 
Zollinger. Bickel, and Cripe. 

OCTOBER 1 

Goshen next traveled to Michigan City, one of their bitterest rivals. After a hectic, 
see-saw game. Michigan City beat the Redskins 13-7. Goshen in the last 30 seconds 
made a final desperate try. Kercher passed to Getz, who, after retrieving the ball 
was not permitted the touchdown. The head linesman declared that Getz caught 
the ball 3 inches outside the end zone. Many Goshen fans disputed the official, but 
the decision remained. 

OCTOBER 8 

L'pon this date Goshen played her first home game upon Foreman Field. Misha- 
waka and the home team battled to a to tie. Both teams were strong defensively, 
but weak offensively. Dick Cripe, a guard, played the best game upon either side. 
Zollinger and Bickel also played excellent games. 
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OCTOBER 15 

Riley, a school from South Bend, was the next opponent to the Red Menace. With 
the breaks apparently against it, the team was still strong enough to defeat Riley, 6-2. 
Kercher scored a touchdown for Goshen, and prevented Riley from scoring by making 
a safety. Twice Kercher's punts were blocked. A third time the ball was badly cen- 
tered and all that could prevent a touchdown, was a safety. The Goshen line was 
too strong for Riley, excluding some unfortunate mishaps. 

OCTOBER 22 

Goshen next played LaPorte, there. Although expected as a "breather" before 
the Elkhart game, LaPorte gave Goshen most determined resistance before yielding. 
By taking advantage of breaks and offering a stiff defense the final score was 14-6, 
Goshen. Points were made by Sherman and Fryberger. 

OCTOBER 29 

Upon a bitterly cold day. before 5.000 people Elkhart and Goshen, traditional 
rivals, met at Rice Field, Elkhart. Elkhart defeated Goshen 6-0 upon a pass to Pata- 
nelli which fate and the elements consigned to catch our superb defense unaware. 
The Redskins had their greatest opportunity to score early in the third quarter. 
Goshen received the ball upon Elkhart's .30 yard marker, but failed to gain upon three 
line plays. Upon the fourth down a pass was thrown, but sailed, quite futilely. over 
the goal untouched. The Goshen line was remarkable even in defeat and was fully 
strong as that of Elkhart. This is shown by the fact that the Rlue Avalanche was 
able to score only via the air. In the line were Getz, Rickel, Zollinger. Cripe. Rieth, 
Stouder. Lantz and Elliot. 

NOVEMBER 5 

Near the end of the schedule. Howe was encountered. Coach Ryers' cohorts had 
little difficulty in beating Howe. The coach sent in the second and third teams who 
held their own against the Howe regulars. Among the reserves who played well 
were the McClure twins, Mel Yoder, Frank Cornell, and Hoke. The final score 
was 20-3. 

NOVEMBER 12 

The final game was at home against South Bend Central. 1,000 people shivered 
as they watched Central beat Goshen 26-0. The Redskins were not weaker than 
usual, but South Bend was the stronger. YYygant and Clark were the cause of our 
teams downfall. Among the Goshen players. Lester Getz played one of the best 
games of his career, causing the Bear backs much trouble and confusion. Tom Kauff- 
man and Bigler. reserve backs, and Zollinger and Bickle, linemen, also played a 
splendid game. 

Lettermen were: ends. Roy Stouder, Dick Yoder, Bill Jessup. and Lester Getz; 
tackles. Bickel. Zollinger, and Larrabee: guards. Rex Smith, Dick Cripe. Bob Burk- 
holder, and Lee Rieth: centers, Elliot. Lantz, and Bowman: quarterbacks. Sid Sorg 
and Ray Yoder: fullbacks. Dan Sherman and Junior Manrow: halfbacks. Bob Kercher. 
Johnny Fryberger. Al McClure. "Shorty" Bigler, and Tom Kauffman. Fourteen of 
the twenty-three lettermen are seniors. This leaves ten lettermen for next year's team. 
These are Bill Jsssup. Dick Cripe. Duke Elliot, Ray Yoder. Dan Sherman. Junior 
Manrow. Al McClure. and Gene Bigler. 

The team left an enviable record for the next year's team to equal, with five won, 
one tied, and three lost. This entitled the players to sweaters. Coach Byers states 
that the prospects for next fall are "fair."

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BASKETBALL 

The Goshen Redskins enjoved another successful season on the basket- 
ball court, winning thirteen of twenty games scheduled. 

The locals got off to a good start winning the first five games which 
included the strong Auburn crew (who suffered hut one other defeat all 
season) by a score of 33 to 23. Xew Paris was defeated 31 to 20; Bristol 
was beaten in a close game 22 to 20; Warsaw was trounced easily by the 
Redskins 38 to 25: the next fall victim was the South Bend Bears by a 
score of 21 to 14. 

Then the Redskins took it on the "chin" four times straight losing to 
the powerful Vikings from Valparaiso, then to Mishawaka in a conference 
game, the third loss was a hard fought battle in which the Redskins were 
defeated by Elkhart in an overtime, 28 to 26. The last game before Christ- 
mas Vacation was lost to an out-of-state team from Newark, Xew Jersey, 
by a score of 32 to 27. 

The Redskins displayed a fine brand of basketball at the start of the 
new year and proved themselves to be one of the strongest teams in this 
part of the state. The first team to be humbled by the locals was Michigan 
City in a Conference game 38 to 36. This was one of the most thrilling 
games of the entire season and it went into the overtime before the fighting 
Redskins emerged victorious. The following week LaPorte was defeated 
27 to 24, this was also a conference game. The next to fall before the Crim- 
son onslaught was Central of South Bend 27 to 20. Then a two point vic- 
tory was lost to the Bulldogs from Xappanee ; the score being 27 to 29. 
Thrilling games resulted in one-point victories over Plymouth and Riley of 
South Bend : both scores being 21 to 20. 

Goshen won two of the last four games, winning from Concord and 
Milford by top heavy scores and losing to Elkhart and Mishawaka, the lat- 
ter being in another overtime. 

Goshen finished third in the Northern Indiana High School Standing. 

The Sectional Tourney proved to be one of upsets. Elkhart County's 
"Big Three" were defeated by smaller schools. Goshen was beaten by Xew 
Paris in the semi-finals 13 to 10, after having defeated Middleburv 24 to 12 
in the first round. The \\ akarusa Indians won the tournament and also 
won the regional, thus representing Elkhart County in the State Finals. 

A great deal of credit goes to Coach Herman Byers for the successful 
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season. Goshen High School basketball teams have won nearly 75 per 
cent of their games during the last four years while under his tutelage. 
Never in the school's history has any coach set such a marvelous record. 

The Goshen mentor developed a well balanced team from Capt. Leek 
Getz, Dan Sherman. Sid Sorg. and Olen Keim (who became eligible in 
mid-year) at forwards ; Paul Lantz and Rill Clason at center : and Ellsworth 
Goss, Jack Zollinger, Don Myers, Lee Rieth. and Max Rickel at the guards 
positions. 

Three of these boys received additional recognition : Olen Keim was 
placed at forward on the All-Sectional team, Lester Getz was given a berth 
at forward on the All-Conference team, and Don Myers was a guard on the 
second All-Conference team.
